US experts think 
Cole bombers fled

Washington (AP) - Several 
suspects in the bombing of the 
Navy destroyer USS Cole appar- 
ently fled to Afghanistan to hide 
out in that “haven of lawlessness,” 
the State | Department’s 
counterterrorism chief said 
Wednesday. 

In testimony to the House Ju- 
diciary Committee’s crime sub- 
committee, the official, Michael 
Sheehan, did not identify the “nu- 
merous people” who, he said, im- 
mediately left Yemen,for Afghani- 
stan after an explosives-laden 
skiff rammed the Cole in Aden 
harbor, killing 17 American sail- 
ors. 

He told the subcommittee he 


lacks “full information” on who 
planned and carried out the bomb- 
ing plot in October. “We do 
know,” Sheehan said, “that nu- 
merous people immediately left 
Yemen for Afghanistan, the safe 
haven where they could hide out 
with little fear of Taliban interven- 
tion.” 

Sheehan promised an all-out 
diplomatic, political and eco- 
nomic pressure campaign to iso- 
late Afghanistan’s ruling Taliban 
militia from the world commu- 
nity. 

“The Taliban’s control over 
most of Afghanistan has resulted 
in a haven of lawlessness, in 
which terrorists, drug traffickers 
and other criminals live with im-

Aylesbury, England (AP) - 
President Clinton urged the nation 
on Thursday to abandon the bit- 
ter divisions of the postelection 
fight for the White House and 
unify behind President-elect Bush 
“without rancor and personal at- 
tack.” 

Speaking from British Prime 
Minister Tony Blair’s country re- 
treat, Clinton thanked the Ameri- 
can people “for their patience, 
passion and patriotism” during 
the protracted legal battle between 
Bush and Vice President Al Gore. 
He promised to do everything he 
could “in the days of service left 
to me” to help Bush get off to a 
good start. 

He invited Bush to the White 
House “and will see him some 


time next week,” Clinton spokes- 
man Jake Siewert said. 

“I pledged to President-elect 
Bush my efforts and the best ef- 
forts of every member of our ad- 
ministration for a smooth and suc- 
cessful transition,” Clinton told 
reporters. 

The president's White House 
invitation came during a four- 
minute phone call to Bush after 
the president-elect’s acceptance 
address. Clinton talked to Gore for 
six minutes after his concession 
speech, Siewert said. 

“T think we ought to use this 
Opportunity to let the country 
come together.” Clinton said 
Thursday. “... I don’t think that 
now is the time to do anything 
other than follow Vice President 
Gore’s lead. He spoke for all of 
us last night, and he did it elo- 
quently and well.” 

Clinton said he was pleased 
to see that the president-elect “re- 
sponded with generosity in kind.” 

“The American people, how- 
ever divided they were in this 
election, overwhelmingly want us 
to build on that vital center with- 
out rancor and personal attack,” 
he added.

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Israelis kill Hamas member in car

Jerusalem (AP) - Israeli 
troops fatally shot a member of a 
radical Palestinian group at a mili- 
tary checkpoint Thursday, the 
fourth day in a row that a known 
Palestinian activist has been 
gunned down. 

The Israeli army said Hani 
Abu Bakr, who belonged to the 
militant Islamic group Hamas, 
drew a pistol after the taxi he was 
driving was stopped at the check- 
point in the southern Gaza Strip. 
The soldiers, who attempted to 
arrest Abu Bakr, opened fire and 


killed him, the military said. 

Two Palestinian passengers 
were wounded, the military 
added. 

Hamas acknowledged that 
Abu Bakr was a ranking member 
of the group’s underground mili- 
tary wing, and he also worked as 
a taxi driver. 

An Israeli security source, 
speaking on condition of anonym- 
ity, said Abu Bakr was known to 
Israeli authorities. The military 
described the shooting as part of 
an “operational activity,” but gave 
no additional details.

Five weeks after Election 
Day, George W. Bush at last laid 
claim to the presidency Wednes- 
day night with a pledge to “seize 
this moment” and deliver recon- 
ciliation and unity to a nation di- 
vided. Al Gore exited the tortu- 
ously close race, exhorting the 
nation to put aside partisan ran- 
cor and support its new chief ex- 
ecutive. 

“I was not elected to serve 
one party, but to serve one na- 
tion,” America’s soon-to-be 43rd 
president told Americans in a na- 


tionally televised address from the 
chamber of the,Texas House of 
Representatives. The Texas gov- 
emor chose that setting, he said, 
because he had been able to work 
there with Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike. 

“Our nation must rise above 
a house divided,” he said hope- 
fully, echoing a reference from 
Scripture spoken by Abraham 
Lincoln during the Civil War. 
“Our votes may differ, but not our 
hopes.” 

His wife, Laura, beamed from 
the sidelines, and got her own 
standing ovation when Bush

spoke of her future role as first 
lady. 

Bush was preceded by Gore, 
who delivered his call for national 
unity in a televised concession. 

“May God bless his steward- 
ship of this country,” the vice 
president said of the Republican 
who vanquished him. Gore, who 
called Bush to concede shortly 
before his speech, joked that he 
had promised not to “call him 
back this time,” a reference to the 
concession he phoned to Bush on 
Election Night and later with- 
drew. Bush said it had been a 
“gracious call” from Gore, add- 
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ing, “I understand how difficult 
this moment must be” for him. 

The two made plans to meet 
in Washington on Tuesday. 

The world also prepared for 
a new American leader. British 
Prime Minister Tony Blair sent 
Bush good wishes shortly after 
Gore’s concession. “It was a long 
and agonizing wait for you. I’m 
very glad it is finally settled,” 
Blair said. 

Victorious Republicans, in | 
conciliatory and sympathetic 
tones, prepared to claim control 
of both the White House and Con- 
gress for the first time in more 
than 45 years, while Democrats 
talked ominously of deep partisan 
schisms and condemned the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that pushed 
Gore from the race. 

“This might be the end of a 
campaign, but it’s just the begin- 
ning of a much longer, difficult 
process,” Sen. George Voinovich, 
R-Ohio, said. 

In a televised address that 
lasted less than 10 minutes, Gore 
mixed words of unity with the 
unmistakable message that he felt 
wronged by the Supreme Court 
Tuling that stopped the Florida re- 
count and prompted his conces- 
sion. 

“While I strongly disagree 
with the court’s decision, I accept 
it,” he said. “I accept the finality 
of this outcome.” 

He allowed there would be 
time for disagreements down the 
road, but said “now is the time to

Energy Secretary Bill 
Richardson’s rare, emergency 
move Wednesday came after 
about a dozen suppliers began 
demanding cash before selling 
power to California.

The four virtues stand to- 


gether: Mercy ... Truth ... Justice 
... Peace. We peacemakers have 
gathered around them to ask what 
they need to appear. What does 
Mercy look for? What does Jus- 
tice want? What takes Truth so 
long to arrive? 

John Paul Lederach, interna- 
tional peace builder and scholar 
of conflict transformation, “called 
in” the four virtues. He read Psalm 
85. “Truth and Mercy have met 
together; Justice and Peace have 
kissed.” 

This past Dec. 10, Interna- 
tional Human Rights Day, I re- 
called Lederach’s conflict trans- 
formation workshop a few years 
ago, where we explored how to 
create a place where “enemies can 
encounter each other.” When a 
person flees from interaction with 
another out of anxiety and fear, 
“What makes possible the turn?” 

Mercy speaks first: In the 
midst of conflicts, I need people 
to trust that regardless of whether 
justice enters, we can heal and 
hope in the goodness of others. I 
don’t need truth to be present, but 
truth invites me in. Mercy is the 
spiritual face of justice. It seeks 
compassion of each person. It is 
the hope of renewal, hope in 
people. 

What brings Mercy in? 
Speaking the Truth might bring 
Mercy to the table. “If people 
don’t take responsibility, examine 
consequences, it is difficult for 
me. Mercy is not judgmental, but 
has discernment. I can be strict to 
help others, but I bring compas- 


sionate consequences. My pres- 
ence does not mean ignoring cru- 
elties, but allows those who hold 
me in their hearts not to be ruled 
or consumed with the pain they 
have lived.” 

What does Mercy plead for, 
and what does Mercy advocate? 
To be able to see God and a fun- 
damental worth in everyone. 
Mercy is forgiveness; it allows for 
the release of emotions and hurt. 
“Then you can reconstruct rela- 
tionships. 

Mercy is central to reconcili- 
ation.” Truth steps forward: “I 
also need a space for different per- 
spectives, other interpretations.” 
Are you one or are you many? “I 
am one spirit, but several mani- 
festations. Everyone has truth — 
interpretations — to their knowl- 
edge. 

They fail to see the single 
embodiment of me.” Why do you 
take so long to show up? “Some- 
times people misrepresent me, or 
use me to hurt others.” How do 
you know there’s one absolute 
truth? “By a person's behavior, 
based on their sense of me.” 
Which of the four virtues does 
Truth fear? Justice. “People can 
mix us up.” 

“Typically,” says Lederach, 
“Sister Truth takes a long time to 
show up because she requires in- 
terest and a genuine search from 
both sides, since each has pieces 
that help her fully find expres- 
sion.” 

Justice arrives. “Conflict be- 
gins because people are looking 
for me. I'm elusive in conflict. I’m 
the cause and also the resolution 
of conflict. I can be used to create 
conflict and violence. Without the 
others, I’m incomplete. Sister 
Peace cannot exist without my

presence.” How do we know you 


are here? “When everyone is not 
looking for justice, then you have 
me. They are after me. If you want 
peace, work for justice. Peace is 
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acuild of justice or else itis a false: Monopatines y video-juegos, los

peace, short-term justice, calm- 
ness or lack of war. Justice often 
fears Peace or Mercy.” 


Peace speaks: “Peace is not an | 
outcome — it’s a process, always |

“None of the sisters can sus- 
tain me or deliver me by herself. 
Find peace and I’m the way. I’m 
the process, more than outcome.” 
What's the difference between 
peace and reconciliation?

What is the proper road to 
forgiveness? Truth-telling and 
acknowledgment. 

Justice makes things right. 


Mercy is needed for new begin- | 


nings. 
“Now, Mercy,” 
too soon.” Mercy and Peace alone 
equals appeasement. Mercy that 
comes too soon creates imbalance 
in reconciliation and often sub- 
verts accountability in a democ- 
racy: read amnesty for the mili- 
tary in Chile, Argentina and Gua- 
temala, without justice for thou- 


sands killed and disappeared at | 


the hands of military and para- 
military. 
Lederach looks at the four 


virtues across time, “Mercy looks | 


ahead. Truth looks at the past: Do 
we know what happened? Justice 
looks out across the land. The 
peace process is circling.” 

Justice to Peace: Don’t go 
without me. 

Peace to Justice: Don’t give 
up on me; live me. 


Truth to Mercy: Give me 


space to be. 

Mercy to Justice: Create 
space where I can shine a light, a 
light so pure I can’t hurt. Be truth- 
ful about what keeps you from 
inviting me in. 


“Blame enviros for electric mess”

Windmills and candles and 
warm woolen mittens. Staticky 
‘sparks from the fur of small kit- 
tens. Campfires and solar panels 
and thermal paddings. 


These are a few of the favor- 
ite things that radical environmen- 
talists would rather rely on for 
warmth, light, and electricity than 
the modern power plant. To the 
delight of eco-Luddites, energy 
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shortages in 

California and the Pacific 
Northwest are forcing residents to 
live like 17th-century peasants. 
The Seattle Times urged readers 
this week to turn down their ther- 
mostats to 50 degrees at night. 
“Wear a sweater and throw an- 
other blanket on the bed,” the pa- 
per flippantly editorialized. Oth- 
ers pine for subsidized sunshine 
sources. “If there were sufficient 
state or federal incentives for us- 
ing solar power,” one San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle reader bemoaned, 
“there wouldn't be an energy cri- 
sis.” 

Good luck convincing the 
denizens of Silicon Valley -- and 
everywhere else, for that matter - 
- to unplug their computers and 
wrap their roofs in tin foil. As au- 
thor and Manhattan Institute fel- 
low Peter Huber writes: “Wind, 
solar and other ‘alternative’ ener- 
gies sound great in theory, but 
they rarely make much economic 
or environmental sense in prac- 
tice. They require a lot of expen- 
sive, unreliable hardware. And 
they generally use more land to 
deliver less energy.” 

Huber and fellow energy con- 
sultant Mark P. Mills estimate that 
the use of home and office com- 
puters, phone lines, printers, fax 
machines, and other peripheral 
devices accounted for 13 percent 
of America’s energy use last year. 
Internet-related energy usage will 
likely rise to 35 percent or more 
by the end of the next decade, they 
project. In the midst of this high- 
tech-driven power crisis, Calif. 
Gov. Gray Davis took the laugh- 
able step of turning off the Christ- 
mas tree lights at the Sacramento 
capitol and urging homeowners to 
do the same.

Sony, como asegura Claudia 
Valle, representante de la compa- 
ñía japonesa en Miami, la deman- 
da del Play Station 2 no podrá ser 
cubierta antes del mes de febrero, 
debido a una serie de inconve- 
nientes en las plantas de produc- 
ción.

Statement by the President 

The White House, Office of 
the Press Secretary — [ have de- 
cided to stay the execution of Juan 
Raul Garza, an inmate on federal 
death row, for six months, until 
June, 2001, to allow the Justice 
Department time to gather and 
properly analyze more informa- 
tion about racial and geographic 
disparities in the federal death 


| penalty system. 


I believe that the death pen- 

alty is appropriate for the most 
heinous crimes. As President, I 
have signed federal legislation 
that authorizes it under certain 
circumstances. It is clearly, how- 
ever, an issue of the most serious 
weight. : 
The penalty of death, as Jus- 
tice Potter Stewart and Justice 
Sandra Day O’Connor have re- 
minded us, is “qualitatively dif- 
ferent” from other punishments 
we impose. Whether one supports 
the death penalty or opposes it, 
there should be no question that 
the gravity and finality of the pen- 
alty demand that we be certain 
that when it is imposed, it is im- 
posed fairly. 

As I have said before, sup- 
porters of capital punishment bear 


a special responsibility to ensure 
the fairness of this irreversible 
punishment. 

Further, Article II of the Con- 
stitution vests in the President the 
sole authority to grant pardons 
and reprieves for federal crimes. 
Therefore, I have approached this 
matter with great deliberation. 

This Fall, the Department of 
Justice released the results of a 
statistical survey of the federal 
death penalty. It found that minor- 
ity defendants, and certain geo- 
graphic districts, are dispropor- 
tionately represented in federal 
death penalty prosecutions. As the 
Deputy Attorney General said at 
the time the survey was released, 
no one confronted with those sta- 
tistics can help but be troubled by 
those disparities. 

We do not, however, fully un- 
derstand what lies behind those 
Statistics. The Attorney General 
has said that more information 
and a broader analysis are needed 
to better interpret the data we now 
have and to determine whether the 
disparities that are evident reflect 
any bias in our system. She has 
undertaken an effort to gather and 


analyze the relevant information, 


so than an appropriate decision 


can be made on the question of 
bias. After a close and careful re- 
view of this issue, and after con- 
ferring with the Attorney General 
and the Deputy Attorney General, 
I am not satisfied that, given the 
uncertainty that exists, it is appro- 
priate to go forward with an ex- 
ecution in a case that may impli- 
cate the very issues at the center 
of that uncertainty. 

In issuing this stay, I have not 
decided that the death penalty 
should not be imposed in this 
case, in which heinous crimes 
were proved. Nor have I decided 
to halt all executions in the fed- 


eral system. I have simply con-” 


cluded that the examination of 
possible racial and regional bias 
should be completed before the 
United States goes forward with 
an execution in a case that may 
implicate the very questions 
raised by the Justice Department’s 
continuing study. In this area there 
is no room for error. 

I have asked that the Attorney 
General report to the President by 
the end of April 2001 on the Jus- 
tice Department’s analysis of the 
racial and geographic disparities 
in federal death penalty prosecu- 
tions.

Secretario de Marina EE.UU. amenaza con 
detener transferencia de tierras en Vieques

San Juan (AP) - El secretario 
de la Marina, Richard Danzig, 
amenazó con detener la transfe- 
rencia de tierras viequenses al go- 
bierno de Puerto Rico si el nuevo 
gobierno no honra las directrices 
presidenciales sobre la presencia 
de la Armada en la isla municipio.

dora electa Sila María Calderón. 
En ambas misivas se informa 
que el 6 de noviembre de 2001 se 
efectuará el referéndum para que 
los viequenses decidan sobre si 
quieren o no la presencia de la 
Armada en la isla municipio. 
_ En la misiva a Calderón, el 
secretario de la Marina le advierte 
que si como gobernadora entrante 
no honra los acuerdos logrados 


entre Rosselló y el presidente Bill 
Clinton el pasado 31 de enero, de- 
tendría el traspaso de 8,000 cuer- 
das de terreno de la Armada en 
Vieques. . 

El referéndum, el traspaso de 
las tierras y una asignación mi- 
llonaria de fondos a Vieques fue- 
ron parte de las negociaciones 
entre el gobierno de Puerto Rico 
y el presidente Clinton y están 
contenidas en una posterior ley 
congresional. 

“La transferencia de terrenos 
y muchos de los proyectos no 
seguirán adelante sin el compro- 
miso de que su administración 
apoyará totalmente el acuerdo y 
que no se tomarán acciones le- 
gales, reguladoras y otras, que 
conflijan con los entrenamientos 
navales que llevamos a cabo 
según el acuerdo”, señala Danzig 
en la misiva enviada a Calderón. 

Rosselló dijo que “lo que él

Argentina’s economic recovery will | 


be slow, even with IMF aid 


Frankfurt, Germany, 
(EFE).- Argentina's economic re- 


| covery will be slow and will de- 


pend on favorable global condi- 
tions once the International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) approves a 25- 
billion-dollar aid package for the 
ailing South American country, 
according to an economic report 
released in Germany Wednesday. 

Dresdner Bank Latein- 
amerika said in its bi-monthly re- 
port that it would take time for the 
benefits of the aid package to ma- 
terialize, adding that Argentina's 
short-term growth prospects re- 
mained grim. 

The report said the first 
tranche of the IMF loan, or about 
five billion dollars, would be re- 
leased over the next two months 
so that Argentina could regain 
access to international credit mar- 
kets. 

The German bank said the 
transparency and credibility of 


Mexico's democratic process 
were bolstered when President 
Vicente Fox took office on Dec. 
1; 

Dresdner recommended that 
Mexican officials implement 
tighter fiscal policies because 
“now is not the time for populist 
giveaways.” 

In Brazil's case, solid eco- 
nomic fundamentals had proved 
instrumental in offsetting inves- 
tors’ jitters about emerging mar- 
kets and a slowdown in the U.S. 
economy, Dresdner said. 

Brazil's sustainable-growth 
prospects rested on two pillars: 
the IMF loan to Argentina, which 
should reduce investors’ anxiety, 
and the outbreak of Mad Cow dis- 
ease in Europe, which is expected 
to boost demand for Brazilian soy 
products. The Frankfurt-based 
bank said that recent political in- 
stability in Peru led to a down- 
ward revision of the country's

2001 growth estimates from 35 
percent to 0.8 percent, adding thát 
Peru would not meet the fiscal- 
deficit target of 1.5 percent df 
gross domestic product (GDP) 
mandated by the IMF. “i 

Peru's foreign reserves are 
expected to remain stable and 
may even increase in 2001, thanks 
to continued foreign direct invest- 
ment and a positive balance of 
payments. 

The bank's report noted that 
Venezuela's modest economic re- 
covery continued, due to in- 
creased public spending and 
higher oil revenues, which have 
pushed exports and current ac- 
count payments to record levels. 

Although dependence on oll 
revenues diminished the diversity 
and competitiveness of Vene- 
zuela's economy, Dresdner said 
that the Venezuelan Central Bank 
would set exchange rates in com; 
ing weeks.

Israelis kill Hamas member in car 


Four Palestinian activists 
have been killed since Monday, 
and six have been shot to death in 
targeted killings over the past 
month. The Palestinians say it is 
part of a pattern of assassinations. 

The Israelis have claimed re- 
sponsibility for several, but not 
all, of the deaths, and acknowl- 
edged this week that they will 
track down Palestinian militants 
suspected of involvement in at- 
tacks against Israelis. 

Asked about the latest vio- 
lence, including Thursday’s kill- 
ing, Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat said, “It's part of the crimes 
that have been carried out by the 
Israelis against our people. This 
is a very serious and dangerous 
escalation.” 

Thursday's shooting took 
place at a crossroads within a few 
miles of a large refugee camp 
where Palestinian gunmen and 
Israel soldiers waged a nine-hour 
firefight Wednesday, leaving four 
Palestinian policemen dead and 
dozens of camp residents 
wounded. 

After 11 weeks of Mideast 
violence, the stone-throwing 


| clashes that marked the beginning 


of the conflict have become in- 


creasingly rare, while gunbattles 
and bomb attacks have become 
more and more commonplace. 

Despite the continuing vio- 
lence, 10,000 Palestinian workers 
will be allowed to enter Israel 
Starting Friday, for the first time 
since the current unrest began, 
Israel radio reported. Responding 
to the violence, Israel closed its 
borders, idling more than 100,000 
Palestinian workers who used to 
cross into Israel daily. 

Nearly 320 people have died 
in the violence, most of them Pal- 
estinian. The fighting led to a sus- 
pension of peace negotiations, 
though Israeli and Palestinian 
leaders indicated they are consid- 
ering the prospects of renewing 
talks. 

A Palestinian official said 
contacts were under way, and Is- 
raeli Prime Minister Ehud Barak 
spoke of the need for a negotiated 
settlement. 

Speaking in Jerusalem late 
Wednesday, Barak said, “we will 
not for a moment close the win- 
dow ... when there is an opportu- 
nity to move toward a peace pro- 
cess.” 

Mahmoud Abbas, deputy to 
Arafat, said there were contacts

Netanyahu is technically in- 
eligible to run for prime minister, 
since he is not a member of par- 
liament. The parliament took a 
first step toward changing the law 
Wednesday to allow Netanyahu to 
challenge Barak, who defeated 
him soundly just 19 months ago.

darned lights in one afternoon 
than they consume over the en- 
tire course of the holidays. 

On a serious note, Davis and 
the state's left-wing consumer 
groups attack electricity deregu- 
lation for the West Coast's energy 
woes. But the real Grinches are 
naysaying activists and bureau- 
crats who continue to stand in the 
way of a truly free market in elec- 
tricity. Although much ado has 
been made since the Golden State 
passed electricity “deregulation” 
measures in 1996, high prices and 
red tape remain. It’s government 
failure, not market failure, that 
short-circuited success. 

While demand for electricity 
has skyrocketed, government of- 
ficials continued to clamp down 
on supply. Overzealous air-qual- 
ity laws, environmental permit ap- 
plications, and siting paperwork 
have slowed the construction pro- 
cess to a near-halt. No new major 
generating plants have been built 
in over a decade. Only in the past 
year did the state Legislature pass 
fast-track measures to lower the 
regulatory barriers to building 
new plants. 

The 1996 law also forced 

ower companies to obtain regu- 
lator approval before doing ma- 
jor repairs or refits. In addition, 
new competitors from out-of-state 
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were frozen out of the market. The 
State required utilities to buy 
power through two pools run by 
quasi-governmental agencies and 
kept tight rate caps in place, dis- 
torting price signals. 

Adrian Moore, director of 
economic policy at Reason Pub- 
lic Policy Institute, puts it plainly: 
“The fact is, California embarked 
not on deregulation of the elec- 
tricity market at all, but ‘restruc- 
turing.”” 

While the generation of elec- 
tricity was partly deregulated, ad- 
ditional regulation and controls 
were placed on the rest of the sys- 
tem. The-result is not a market, 
but a hash of semi-markets run by 
a government body ... so complex 
that no one fully understands what 
is happening.

Leaving the White House of- 
fice that he soon will vacate, Gore 
was greeted outside by cheering 
supporters who chanted “Gore in 
Four,” a hopeful wish for his po- 
litical revival in 2004. 

Bush moved quickly into the 
breach, asking the Texas Demo- 
cratic House speaker to introduce 
him for his national address. He 
told campaign chairman Don 
Evans to reach out to Gore chair- 
man William Daley - a move that 
led to the scheduling of the two 
rivals’ meeting next week. And he 
dusted off transition plans laid 
dormant by the legal wrangling, 
as aides reminded reporters that a 
Democrat or two were certain to 
join the Bush administration. 

In his first act as president- 
elect, Bush will attend a “prayer 
and hope” church service Thurs- 
day in Austin, spokeswoman 
Karen Hughes said. “He wants to 
Start this on a message of prayer 
and healing,” she said. 

Each move was calculated to 
heal divisions caused by the bru- 
tal, five-week election postscript. 
His mandate in doubt, Bush al- 
ready is being urged to curb his 
legislative agenda, particularly the 
$1.3 trillion program of tax cuts 
over 10 years. Across the nation, 
Americans took stock and looked

forward - with hope and doubts. 

“The most important thing is 
that we’ ve gotten a new president 
without violence, without undue 
civil unrest, and that speaks highly 
of our country, our democracy,” 
said Tobey Lewallen, a salesman 
from Williamsburg, Mich, who 
voted for Bush. 

Anthony Joern, a college pro- 
fessor in Lincoln, Neb., who 
backed Gore, questioned whether 


Bush would be able to lead the: 


nation, saying, “I think his stated 
ability to be a consensus builder 
is much overblown.” 

Speaking for many was Mark 
Abbey, who works in a bar in To- 
peka, Kan. “The biggest part,” he 
said, “is I’m glad it’s over.” 

Reacting to Democratic criti- 
cism, Justice Clarence Thomas 
told high school students that the 
court is not influenced by the poli- 
tics of the presidency or Congress. 

“We happen to be in the same 
city but we might as well be on 
entirely different planets,” said 
Thomas, nominated to the bench 
by Bush's father. “We have no 
axes to grind.” 

A few miles away, the doors 
to a government-run transition 
office were readied to be open to 
Bush by the General Services Ad- 
ministration. A formal ceremony 
was scheduled for Thursday.

also awaited word from Gore, de- 
ferring plans to appoint a backup 
slate of state electors loyal to 
Bush. 

Gore topped his GOP rival by 
more than 300,000 votes out of 
103 million ballots cast nation- 
wide. But Florida's 25 electoral 
votes, to be cast Dec. 18 and 
counted Jan. 6, would give Bush 
a total of 271 - one more than the 
270 required to win the presi- 
dency, and four more than Gore. 

And thus closed an election 
for the history books, the closest 
in 124 years. On Inauguration 
Day Jan. 20, the Texas governor 
will become: 

- The first presidential candi- 
date since Benjamin Harrison in 
1888 (and only the fourth in 
American history) to lose the na- 
tional popular vote but win the 
state electoral contest, thus the 
White House. Harrison's foe, 
Grover Cleveland, rebounded to 
win the presidency in 1893, offer- 
ing a glimmer of hope for Gore 
who, at 52, may want to make 
another run at the White House. 

- The nation's second father- 
son presidential team after John 
Adams (1791-1801) and John 
Quincy Adams (1825-1829). 
Bush has relied on his well-to-do 
family's connections, both to raise 
money and build the foundation 
of a new administration.

Desde Washington y desde 
Austin, Gore y Bush coincidieron 
en su disposición de anteponer los 
intereses de la nación a los pro- 
piamente partidistas para superar 
una crisis que ha afectado a todos 
los estamentos del país. 

El dictamen del pasado mar- 
tes del Supremo de EE.UU., en 
contra del recuento de votos ha 
provocado enormes críticas de 
expertos constitucionalistas, por 
considerar que el máximo tribu- 
nal fue excesivamente partidista 
en favor de las tesis del repu- 
blicano Bush. 

“No he sido elegido para ser- 
vir a un partido, sino para servir a 
nuestra nación... Si han votado por 
mí o no, haré todo lo posible para 
servir todos los intereses y trabajar 
para ganar el respeto de todos”, 
destacó Bush en un in-tento de 
extender la mano a los demócratas 
para olvidar lo ocurrido. 

En varias ocasiones, Bush se 
refirió a su deseo de unir a la na- 
ción y trasladar a Washington el 
tono de armonía establecido en- 
tre demócratas y republicanos en 
Texas. 

Bush tendrá oportunidad de 
demostrarlo de forma inmediata 
cuando comience en los próximos 
días a elegir a los principales 
miembros de su Gabinete. 

Parece obligado, al igual que 
hiciera John F. Kennedy tras su 


estrecha victoria ante Richard 
Nixon en 1960, a nombrar a varios 
secretarios del partido de la 
oposición con el fin de cautivar a 
los demócratas. 

El propio Bill Clinton de- 
signó, tras sus reelección en 1996, 
al republicano William Cohen 
como secretario de Defensa, y 
Bush busca algún prominente 
demócrata para demostrar sus 
intenciones bipartidistas. 

El ex senador Sam Nunn lo 
ha rechazado, al igual que el 
senador de Luisiana John Breaux, 
cabeza de un selecto grupo de 
congresistas moderados con los 
que Bush quiere cimentar esa re- 
conciliación en el Congreso. 

Bush citó algunas de sus 
prioridades en su nuevo Gobier- 
no, desde la educación a la refor- 
ma sanitaria.

poco margen, y Bush será además 
el cuarto presidente en llegar a la 
Casa Blanca sin haber logrado 
más votos populares que su rival.

Hatch y Breaux coincidieron 
en que Gore dejó el miércoles la 
puerta abierta de su carrera po- 
lítica, mientras que Bush debe 
centrarse en lo que fue su princi- 
pal lema de campaña: unir al país 
con un mensaje de conservadu- 
rismo solidario para limar las 
asperezas de la épica batalla de las 
últimas cinco semanas.

Officials at the California In- 
dependent System Operator, 
which oversees the state’s power 
grid, said action by Richardson 
was the decisive factor in avoid- 
ing outages Wednesday. 

ISO had warmed that electric- 
ity supplies were so perilously 
low it might declare a Stage 3 
power emergency for only the 
second time ever. At Stage 3, the 
grid can impose blackouts. 

An unprecedented Stage 3 


emergency was issued last Thurs- 
day, when reserves fell below 1.5 
percent. But the state fended off 
rolling outages by turning off two 
power-sucking water pumps. 

A Stage 2 alert was declared 
Wednesday, meaning power re- 
serves fell below 5 percent and 
large commercial customers could 
be asked to reduce power con- 
sumption. 

The power crunch over the 
past few months has been blamed 
in part on electricity deregulation. 


California approved a phased-in 
deregulation of the electricity 
market in 1996 to try to lower 
prices for consumers through 
competition, but so far it has led 
to higher energy prices. 

“We need to reform and, 
where necessary, re-regulate 
California’s electric system,” pos- 
sibly letting utilities generate their 
own power as they did before de- 
regulation, said John Bryson, 
president and chief executive of- 
ficer of Edison International.
